From August 11 to 16, the first World Masters 
Track and Field Championships will be held in 
Centennial Stadium, Etobicoke. Mr. Buck's letter 
¢o Mayor Dobkin requests permission to stage & 
portion of the 26 mile, 385 yard marathon through 
Mississauga on Saturday, August 16. 


The original proposals made by this organizing group 
for the Marathon was to leave Etobicoke stadium, 
proceed along Burnhamthorpe Road as far as Mavis and 
then northward via Second Line West to Derry Road 
where the runners would turn around and re-trace the 
game route back to Etobicoke stadium. This would have 
resulted in Burnhamthorpe being closed for approximately 
5 hours and more importantly the major north/south 
routes would have also been closed for this period of 
time with the result that people wishing to use the 
commercial facilities such as Square One would have 
no access. In addition, people wishing to proceed 

to the north in vehicles would be required to either 
go west to Erin Mills Parkway or east into Etobicoke. 
This proposal was deemed to be unacceptable from a 
traffic point of view by the Engineering Department.

with reference to our letter to you dated April lst, 1975, and a 
copy of your letter to Deputy Chief Raike dated April 15th, 1975, 
we again ask your assistance in this regard. 


The buses and trucks are still being parked overnight, also there 

is the problem of cars being parked on the boulevards, particularly 
on Truscott Drive. As this is city property ~- is this not illegal? 
unfortunately, the grass is quickly disappearing from these areas 

and as Truscott Drive is the main entrance to this subdivision, 

we would be grateful if something could be done to improve this un- 
sightly condition. ; 

We have also had many complaints from the residents with regard to 
the terrible condition of the Park Royal Plaza. The garbage at the 
back of the stores is being strewn all over that area, across the land 
in front of the Clarkson Arena and Community Centre and also across 
Truscott Drive. Is it not possible for these stores to contain their 
garbage in such a way that it not be deposited all over the area? 


One more problem that we hope you might have some control over is 
the condition of the parking area in this plaza. This association 
has written three letters to the owners of the plaza, with no 
response. The pot holes are getting bigger and the whole parking 
area is badly in need of repair.

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sheridan vark Vublic School bas an enrollment of 700 ciildren. 

In the school yard, there is one baseball diamond, and two soccer 
fields on ground that is very uneven and sloping. There is no otner 
playground equipment. 

In early spring, a notice was sent home to the parents that 
incidences of unacceptable behavior in the school yard were increasing 
and stricter measures of discipline would have to be taken by the scnool. 

Researcn nas shown that if children are challenged ina 
meaningful way, aggressiveness, boredom and harmful mischief are 
substantially reduced. Other studies indicate the importance of 
complex physical activity in the emotional, physical and intellectual 
development of tne child. 

A creative playground, designed and built botn by tne adults and 
cuildren in the community would be an answer to tne problem of 
misbenavior and at the same time provide a stimulating environment 
to increase the children's piysical fitness. It would also be of 
great assistance to tne teachers during their physical education 
classes. 

Tae Mississauga Parks and xecreation Lepartment nolds a summer 
play programme on Sheridan Park scnool grounds, so that tre playground 


would be very useful during the summer montis as well.

ORG NIZATION TE 2a 
, meeting of twelve interested parents and one secnool representative 
was held on May 7; 1975. The sossibility of developing a creative 
playground at 3heridan Park Public 3chool was discussed and a committee 
was formea. Tours were plannea to existing creative playgrounds, and 
related reference material was made available to the committec. Plans 
were also mage at tiuis time to secure the necessary permission to 
continue with the project. Through the school representative arrangements 
were made to survey the teachers for their suggestions and opinions. 
Tne teacuers unanimously support tnis project and are willing to offer 
tneir assistance in a supervisory capacity. 

A public meeting is planned for early June in Sheridan Park 
School. At this time, a preliminary proposal for 4 ereative playsreund 
will be presented. Tne parents will be asked to offer sueyestions 
and opinions, and to investigate all possiole means of obtaining 
materials for tie project. A request for yolunteers to assist in the 
actual construction of tne project will also be made. 

It is recommended that tne Department of Darks and xecreation 
for tiie City of iiississauga prepare final drawings and provide 
specification and estimated cost for development of the playground in 
consultation with tne committee. It is also recomnended tnat Parks and 
tecreation provide equipment and supervisory labour for the actual 
construction. The committee would like to commence construction of 
the olayground in late August or early September 1975. 

During a conversation with Mr. Ed. Halliday, Connissioner of the 
ept. of Parks and xecreation, tne comiittee was assured of all vossible 
cooperation pending acceptance of this project by City Touncil. The 
committee met with Mr, John Vay, landscape arcuitect ror the -Jept. of 
Parks and jiecreation, and received is support and offer of assistance 


in compliance with tue recommendations.

‘he Region of Peel Department of Social Services has reached the conclusion that 

the Ministry of Health and the Ministry of Community and Social Services 

need to develop a Task Force to look at the whole field of Nursing Homes T-9c 
and Homes for the Aged, and Charitable Institutions in determining the need 

for altermative housing for persons in need of accammodation ina (1) nursing 

home, (2) hospital, (3) home for senior citizens, and (4) chronic care 

facilities in the Province of Qntario; and to address itself to the level 

and adequacy of such care provided. 


This Department has been beseiged by the majority of small Nursing Hamre 
owners in Peel because they feel they can no longer operate their business 
and receive a fair profit yet still provide a reasonable level of service. 
The development of the extended care program in Ontario seems to have come 
about through a serious desire upon the part of the Province to improve 
the nursing care of those disabled and ill persons in need of such care. 
Unfortunately at the same time it has brought about the near demise of 
the majority of small Nursing Home operators who provide this service. 
Bigness is the name of the game in the Nursing Home field particularly in 
vicw of the heavy cost of professional staff. 


Notwithstanding the foregoing facts the Region of Peel still carried out a 
survey of bed facilities in Peel and determined the following:

REORGANIZATION OF THE PLANS ADMINISTRATION DIVISION 


In December 1973 the Plans Administration Division 
was transferred from the Ministry of Treasury, 
Economics, and Intergovernmental Affairs to the new 
Ministry of Housing. The responsibilities exercised 
by this Division have emerged in the last year and 

a half as being of fundamental importance to the 
achievement of the goals, objectives, and policies of 
the Ministry in the fields of housing and community 
planning. In order to maximize both the effective- 
ness and operational efficiency of the work performed, 
a team of management consultants undertook an organi- 
zation and systems study of the Plans Administration 
Division and its field offices. This study has now 


been completed. 


The major recommendation of the study, which has been 
accepted by the Government of Ontario, is the need to 
separate the "regulatory control" (approval) function 


from the "program delivery" (advisory) function. 


In this regard, I wish to announce the establishment 


of the Community Planning Advisory Branch which will 
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be responsible for the actual promotion of community 
planning by delivering services and advice to muni- 
cipalities and the public. As one of the new 
initiatives of the Ministry of Housing for fiscal 
year 1975-76, the Community Planning Advisory Branch 
will administer ’a program of grants totalling $1.75 
million. These grants are intended to be used for 
direct technical assistance for those municipalities 
which have the most obvious need to develop programs 


which reflect their local needs. 


This new Community Planning Advisory Branch, which 
will report directly to the Assistant Deputy Minister, 
Community Planning will be located in the offices 
formerly occupied by the Plans Administration Division 
in London (Southwestern Region), Sudbury (Northeastern 
Region), and Thunder Bay (Northwestern Region). New 
offices will be opened in Ottawa (Southeastern region) 


and Toronto (Central Region). 


At the same time, in order that the Ministry of Housing 
will be capable of accelerating and expediting the 
subdivision and official plan review and approval 
process in an effective and efficient manner, all plan 
reviews and approvals will be the responsibility of 


the Plans Administration Division in Toronto. 
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The new organization will enable Ministry of Housing 
field offices to devote their full time to giving 
specialist advice and direct technical assistance 
to municipalities and the public and to promoting 
sound community planning. The Plans Administration 
Division will concentrate on expediting the approval 


process. 


All of the above noted changes will be completed 
during this summer. New application manuals are 
being prepared to facilitate a smooth transition to 
the new organization and I will be outlining new 
branch responsibilities in greater detail as soon as

SEPTIC TANKS AND TILE FIELDS t-/EL 


Prior to construction it is impractical to determine 
configuration of active tile fields. Therefore, if during 
construction of the channel it becomes obvious to the con- 
sulting engineers that a septic bed has been irreparably 
damaged then the damaged septic system will be connected, as 
required, to the sanitary sewer system at the expense of the 
Authority upon the Authority's authorization. 


FENCES ON THE WORKING EASEMENT 


All fences, no matter their state of disrepair, 
will be left in as good or better condition than existed 
immediately prior to construction. All fencing removed, re- 
placed, relocated, etc. where authorized by the Authority will 
be at the Authority's expense. It will be so stated in the 
construction contract that existing fences will be set aside 
during construction and later reinstated immediately after 
construction. This, of course, to be undertaken only on the 
working easement (temporary easement). Where this is an im- 
practical solution due to the type or condition of the fence 
then the Authority will determine a suitable solution with the 
landowner but will only pay for the fencing within the working 
easement area and/or only that portion which is damaged as a 
result of the construction. 


FENCES ON THE PERMANENT TAKING 


The boundaries of the permanent taking or Authority 
owned land will be fenced by five foot high chain-link fence 
for the entire length of the channelization project beginning 
at the road allowance at Hampton Crescent along the Southerly 
boundary of the Briggs property to the permanent taking for the

channelization and hence to Lakeshore Road on the Easterly 7 16 2, 
side of the Creek. Similarly on the Westerly side of the 

Creek the fencing, will commence at the Road Allowance of Richey 

Cres. and proceed along, the permanent takings; to Lakeshore Road. 


ACCESS TO THE CREEK 


The Authority will include one standard gate per resi- 
dent if so requested by the resident prior to tendering. After 
the formal date of request for said gates as specified in the 
letter,the Authority will not in any case allow the installa- 
tion of a gate at the Authority's expense. Requests after the 
formal date will be allowed only at the Authority's discretion 
and at the landowner's expense. The specific placing and location 
of the gate in respect to the land will be at the discretion of 
the consulting engineer. All aspects of the fencing to be so 
stated in the tender documents. 


VEGETATION 
TREES 


It is the policy of this Authority to retain all trees 
where feasible. All attempts will be made to fulfil this 
policy. Most trees, if not all, within the permanent taking 
will have to be removed due to the widening of the channel 
and the adjacent berms. Most trees within the working easement 
will have to be removed except those on the fringes. These 
trees are allowed for in the land compensation. Should a land- 
owner wish to have trees saved and removed from the easements 
then it is his responsibility to do so. The Authority will 
not be responsible in any way for damages to trees within the 
working easements. A tree survey is being undertaken and trees 
to be removed will be so marked, and trees which are to remain 
will also be so marked and stipulated in the tender documents. 
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Trees outside the permanent taking and working easement will I ° 16a 
remain undamaged and will so be specified in the tendering, 
documents. The landowner must remove all trees prior to 


construction which he wishes to transplant. 
SHRUBS, HEDGES, FLOWERS, GARDENS AND OTHER VEGETATION 


Shrubs and hedges are compensated for through the 
land compensation. Where the landowner wishes such plants 
to be transplanted then he may have it done by himself or 
others but in no case will the Authority be responsible for 
the transplanting. 

All other plants including flowers, bulbs, garden 
plants, fruit plants, etc- which the landowner wishes to save 
must be removed by him. The Authority will not compensate 
beyond that which the landowner has already obtained througn 
land compensation. Depending on your location and procedure 
of the contractor it cannot be determined when the damage to 
yuur area wilt ve eucuuntesede Kawwiitg, Liscoe Fauisy ab wane 
be left to the individual landowner to determine whether to prom 
ceed with gardening this year and what vegetables to plant. 
Here again it can only be stressed that the Authority will not 
compensate for loss of the garden, etc. due to the construction 


in any of its aspects. 
TOP SOIL 


Filling and cutting is expected to take place on 
most lots. Where practicable the filling and cutting will be 
kept within the individual lot boundaries. This will retain 
the topsoil on the original lot. In some areas, of course, 
this will not be feasible and removal of soil may be required 
or fill brought in. In all cases sufficient and quality topsoil

will be placed on the required areas. In very few cases will Telbz 
topsoil be required over all the working easement but only a 
portion thereof as determined by surveying the graded area. 


SEEDING AND SODDING 


Seeding will be very limited if at all. Sodding will 
be done on the permanent taking, and all graded and damaged 
areas aS required. This sod will be of high quality and with- 
in specifications as determined by the consultant and approved 
by the Authority. All sodding will be unconditionally guaranteed 
for one full year after sodding is completed for the entire pro- 
ject. Where an individual landowner may not require sodding of 
a certain area due to certain reasons such as a garden then 
where his request is upheld and the Authority has not sodded 
said area, then the landowner's right to have sod on that area 
at the expense of the Authority will no longer exist from the 
day he requested that sodding not be done on the area. Owners

BARBECUES, PATIOS, AND SIMILAR STRUCTURES 

‘All structures of a portable or semi-permanent nature 
lying within the permanent taking and/or the temporary or work- 
ing easement will be removed by the landowner prior to con- 
struction if he wishes to retain same. Structures of a pérm- 
‘anent nature have been compensated for in the land compensation. 
Landowners who feel that a structure may be retained in its 
present location should contact the consultant for advice. 
Landowners who have patio slabs on the working easment which 
are damaged as a result of the construction or equipment can- 
not hold the Authority responsible in any way. All patio slabs 
should be removed from the easement by the landowner if he wishes 
to retain them. Bird baths, feeders, etc. should be removed 
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from the easement prior to construction. [- 16 t 


OTHER STRUCTURES, FISH PONDS, ETC. AND EQUIPMENT 


Clothes lines, dog houses, garden latticeworks, 
gates, gate locks, posts, garden furniture, lumber or other 
structures, equipment or articles which may be destroyed 
and the landowner wishes to retain should be completely clear 
of the easement. Whatever remains on the land and has not 
been stipulated and authorized by the Authority or consultant 
to remain, in writing, will not in any means be the respon~ 
sibility of the Authority or contractor. 


THE EXTENT OF USE ON THE TEMPORARY OR WORKING EASEMENT 
The temporary easement has two major purposes: 
1) It allows room for the large machines to maneuver beyond 
the fringes of the required work area. 
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on the outer edges of the berms. 

This grading, as you may know, is required for 
proper run-off of water. This grading is gradual and will 
feather out on the edges furthest from the channel. In 
most cases the entire working easement will not be used and 
this is determined by the topography of the area- 

The five year easement will essentially be used 
only until completion of the construction of the channel. 

It will, thereafter, be rarely if at all used for maintenance 
purposes. If so required for maintenance purposes, advance 
notice will be given to the landowner where and when possible 
before entering onto the land.

The East berm will have 2 twelve foot wide asphalt 
service access for maintenance purposes of the channel. This 
service lane will be fenced with a gate at Lakeshore Road to 
prevent vehicles from entering onto the lane except for 
maintenance purposes. The west berm will be sodded. The 
chain linked fence will separate landowners from the Authority 


owned lands. 
BOATING 


The Authority has no foreseen plans for any boating 
activity in the immediate mouth area of Cooksville Creek. 


CONSTRUCTION TRAFFIC 


As far as possible, heavy construction traffic will 
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some traffic will be inevitable, and we ask that you bear with 
the situation. The contractor will endeavour to minimize noise, 
but it is difficult to reduce the sound of construction machin- 
ery to any extent. The contractor will be required to minimize 
dust by the use of water or calcium chloride. There will be an

(Request No. 445) 


COMMENTS We have been asked to comment on the suggestion of Mrs. 
Penny that this Municipality tighten controls respect~- 
ing house-to-house delivery of Handbills. Her letter 
to the City Clerk was prompted by a tragic occurrence 

a in North York which apparently involved a transient 
worker employed in the delivering of Handbills to 
private homes. 


Traditionally, the distribution of handbills, adver- 
tising flyers, etc., has been handled by companies 
specializing in this type of distribution. The people 
employed to do the delivering are usually from the 
ranks of the unemployed and the work is of short 
duration. Individuals are recruited at the Employment 
Offices or one of the various charitable organizations 
where chronically unemployed people tend to congregate. 


There is a recent trend to other types of people doing 
the handouts for fund-raising purposes ~ such as, Boy 
Scouts, Minor Sports Teams, Church and Community 
Groups, etc. 


In our present Licensing By-law Number 8555, Schedule 

24, certain regulations are laid down which govern 

the conditions under which Bill Distributors may 

circulate material, a copy of this Schedule is attached. 

Under the terms of this Schedule, the behaviour of the 

individual delivering the handbills is controlled 

within acceptable limits, but there is no provision for 

bonding or other insurance as to the character of the 
ao delivery people. At the present time, we license

only the Distributor, that is, the one responsible 
for the overall control - the individual who 
actually carries the handbill is not licensed and 
is unknown to us. 


Two possible means of tightening control have been 
suggested. 


1. - Require the distributor to post a bond 
which would hold him responsible for the 
action of his employees. 


2. - Require a license, not only of the Distributor 
but of each person who goes from door to door. 


This was discussed with our solicitor, Mr. Clark, 
and he is of the opinion that Suggestion No. 1 

would not be legal but that Suggestion No. 2 would 
have the effect of drastically cutting down the dis- 
tribution of handbills in the City, if this was the 
wish of Council. 


While we have had a few minor complaints regarding 
the behaviour of individuals doing this work, these 
complaints have involved matters of neatness, 
littering, walking across lawns, etc., and we have 
had no serious complaints regarding character or 
conduct. 


At the present time, the City has little or no 
control over the individuals who go from door to 
door distributing handbills, etc. If Council wished 
to drastically reduce the number of handbill 
carriers, this could be accomplished by amending 
Schedule 24 of By-law 8535 to require the licensing 
of the individual person who goes from door to door. 
I might add that this would be extremely difficult 
to enforce with present personnel, particularly as 

a lot of this distribution is carried out on 
Saturdays.

With respect to your query regarding possible 


dangers inherent in house to house delivery of handbills, I 
wish to advise you of the following. 


On numerous occasions in the past, our officers 
have checked these persons out for various crimes. 


The labour force used is generally made up of 
individuals who are out of regular work, have alcoholic problems, 
generally have some sort of criminal record, and on the whole, 


are fairly unsavoury characters. 


We have laid charges against a number of these 
people. The charges are generally for housebreaking offences, 


thefts and sex offences. 


Usually, a check of these persons when delivering 
handbills by police, will result in finding that warrants are 


outstanding for them.

Most of them are transient, staying at or connected 
with such places as the Harbour Light, St. Leonards Homes, 
Scott Mission, etc. If wanted for investigation, as a result 
of a crime in the area in which they delivered handbills, 
they are very difficult to locate. 


As stated by Mrs. A. B. Penny, the source of labour 
employed in this work was never ideal. 


It would be advantageous if some type of control could 
be kept on these persons by their employers when they hire 
them, with such requirements being that they record their name 
and address, date of birth, social security number, etc. It 
would be an aid for the police
